House Passes Surtax Bill; 
Senate Sees 90-Day Delay 


W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) - Act­ 
ing 
after 
a 
last-minute 
plea 
from President Nixon and under 
strong pressure from leaders of 
both parties, the House has nar­ 
rowly passed a bill to extend 
the income surtax. 
The 
bill 
approved 
Monday 
210-205, now goes to the Senate 
where leaders predict consider­ 
ation may take three months. 
Technically the 10 per cent 
surtax expired at midnight, only 
hours after the House action. 
However, 
Congress 
already 
has voted to continue the with­ 
holding rates which include the 
surcharge through Ju ly , and the 
tax itself can later be extended 
retroactive to Ju ly 
1. Senate 
leaders have said a further 60 
day extension of the withholding 
rates probably will be 
sought. 
Nixon wants the surtax to con­ 
tinue at a 
10 per cent rate 
through December and then at 5 
per cent until the end of next 
June. 
Opposition 
to 
the 
bill 
has 
come mainly from congressmen 
who fetar any chance 
for 
far 
reaching tax reforms will be 
lost if not included in the surtax 
extension measure. 
Ju st before the close of House 
debate Monday night, Republi­ 
can Leader Gerald R. Ford read 
a 
letter 
from 
the 
President 
aimed 
at 
swaying such oppo­ 
nents. 
“ I want to remove any vestige 
of doubt as to the commitment 
of this administration to prompt 
and 
meaningful 
tax 
reform .” 
Nixon said. 
Ea rlie r in the day Nixon met 
at the White House with 28 Re­ 


publican congressmen, most of 
them opponents of the surtax 
extension. All but 10 of these 
ended up voting for the bill. 
In all. Nixon got 154 House 
Republican votes while 26 GOP 
members opposed it. 
House 
Democratic 
leaders 
gave strong support to the ex­ 
tension, but only 56 votes for the 
bill came from that side of the 
aisle. Opposed were 179 Demo­ 
crats.

Ohio Senate today began pick­ 
ing up the pieces of the legis­ 
lative process that broke down 
at 3:15 a. m. — leaving Ohio 
theoretically without funds. 
The breakdown occurred when 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes balked 
at the padding of the State Con­ 
trolling Board by the legisla­ 
ture. 


The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee amended the $4.1 billion bud­ 
get bill to boost the five-man 
Controlling Board to seven mem­ 
bers— adding four legislators to 
the two already there. 


Rhodes offered a compromise 
three * member board which 
would include his representative 
and the chairmen of the finance 
committees of the House 
and 
Senate. 


The House bought the proposal 
on a 51-31 vote. Senate Repub­ 
licans refuser! it and M ajority 
leader Ted G ray R 3 Piqua wfas 
unable to muster enough admin­ 
istration votes to pass it. 


As a result, the state began 
the fiscal 
year last 
midnight 
wthout operating funds. 
All 
unspent 
appropriations 
lapse at the end of a fiscal bipn- 
nium. There la no authnritv for 
spending, although the state is 
not broke because tax money re­ 
mains in the treasury. 
The Senate voted 26 5 to pass 
the anpropriations bill with it« 
amendments.

House Passes Surtax Bill; 
Senate Sees 90-Day Delay 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Act­ 
ing after a last-minute plea 
from President Nixon and under 
strong pressure from leaders of 
both parties, the House has nar­ 
rowly passed a bill to extend 
the income surtax. 
The 
bill 
approved 
Monday 
210-205, now goes to the Senate 
where leaders predict consider­ 
ation may take three months. 
Technically the IO per cent 
surtax expired at midnight, only 
hours after the House action. 
However. 
Congress 
already 
has voted to continue the with­ 
holding rates which include the 
surcharge through July, and the 
tax itself can later be extended 
retroactive to July I. Senate 
leaders have said a further 60 
day extension of the withholding 
rates probably will be slight. 
Nixon wants the surtax to con­ 
tinue at a IO per cent rate 
through December and then at 5 
per cent until the end of next 
June. 
Opposition to the bill has 
come mainly from congressmen 
who fear any chance for far 
reaching tax reforms will be 
lost if not included in the surtax 
extension measure. 
Just before the close of House 
debate Monday night, Republi­ 
can Leader Gerald R. Ford read 
a letter from the President 
aimed at swaying such oppo­ 
nents. 
“I want to remove any vestige 
of doubt as to the commitment 
of this administration to prompt 
and meaningful tax reform,” 
Nixon said. 
Earlier in the day Nixon met 
at the White House with 28 Re­ 


publican congressmen, most of 
them opponents of the surtax 
extension. All but IO of these 
ended up voting for the bill. 
In all, Nixon got 154 House 
Republican votes while 26 GOP 
members opposed it. 
House 
Democratic 
leaders 
gave strong support to the ex­ 
tension, but only 56 votes for the 
bill came from that side of the 
aisle. Opposed were 179 Demo­ 
crats. 
Joining Nixon and Ford in the 
heavy last-minute pressure for 
passage were House Speaker 
John W. McCormack, Demo­ 
cratic Leader Carl Albert. Ways 
and Means Chairman Wilbur 
Mills, D-Ark., and Rep. Hale 


Boggs, D-La., who handled the 
measure. 
Boggs said ‘‘some­ 
thing approaching panic” could 
occur if inflation is not curbed 
soon. 
Mills, in his first floor appear­ 
ance after a recent illness, 
promised his committee would 
bring forth a more comprehen­ 
sive tax reform bill later in the 
summer. 
“The facts are that we’re just 
beginning to get hold of this in­ 
flation,” said* Mills. “We’re just 
beginning to get hold of the in­ 
flationary psychology here at 
home. What I’m afraid we’ll do 
if we defeat this legislation to- 
diay, we will lose all that we 
have gained.”

Senate Repub­ 
licans refused it and Majority 
Leader Ted Gray R-3 Piqua was 
unable to muster enough admin­ 
istration votes to pass it.

ABM Foes Rip 
Illegal Use Of 
$400 Million 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Nixon administration was ac­ 
cused today of illegally spend­ 
ing $400 million from funds ap­ 
propriated for the disguarded 
Sentinel missile defense system 
on the revamped Safeguard pro­ 
gram. 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., 
in a prepared statement, said 
the Pentagon spent the money 
on Safeguard missiles and radar 
equipment 
although 
Congress 
has not approved the project 
and in spite of a Defense De­ 
partm ent promise not to use the 
Sentinel funds. 
“The fact is,” Nelson said, 
“ Congress has not authorised or 
appropriated one cent for the 
new Safeguard system. The ad­ 
ministration’s decision to spend 
Sentinel monies on the Safe­ 
guard system is a clear viola­ 
tion of the Congress’ law-mak­ 
ing authority.” 
Nixon junked the “thin” Senti­ 
nel system, which was designed 
to protect the nation’s major cit­ 
ies, last March and asked Con­ 
gress to approve the Safeguard 
system, 
armed 
at 
defending 
U.S. land-based offensive mis­ 
siles. 
Nelson’s blast came ofter the 
President had put on his softest 
velvet glove in an attem pt to 
break the apparent near dead­ 
lock in the Senate over Safe­ 
guard. 
He met for an hour-and-a-half 
at the White House with five Re­ 
publican Senate critics of the 
missile defense system—Sens. 
Charles 
Percy 
of 
Illinois, 
Charles McC. Mathias Jr. of 
Maryland Marlow W. Cook of 
Kentucky. Jam es B. Paerson of 
Kansas and Richard S. Schweik- 
er of Pennsylvania. 
Nixon’s approach was of the 
softest soft-sell. 
“The 
President emphasized 
that each member of Congress 
would have to exercise his own 
conscience. I had no feeling of 
being persuaded.” Sen. Mathias 
said after the session.

called

meeting, 
which had been scheduled for 
onlv 45 minute*, very friendlv 
and said the President didn’t 
even discuss Safeguard until he 
brought it up.

tamination is unavoidable. 
When it lands on the moon, the Apollo 


landing craft will contaminate some 
of

chemical 
propellants. So large an area will be 
contaminated, it may not be possible 
for the astronauts to bring back a pure 
sample of moon rock. 
When the spacemen return to earth, 
they may bring with them lunar germs 
if there are any. Their spacecraft 
will be placed in isolation, but this 
procedure is not fool-proof. 
Tins is but one calculated risk in­ 
volved in man’s first exploration of 
another celestial body.

It cleared the Assembly 54-14, 
but got delayed in the Senate in 
a maze of interhouse rivalry 
and partisanship. 
Privately, Democrats consid­ 
er the fight crucial for their 
hopes of winning control of the 
legislature and defeating Rea 
gan in 1970. 
Also involved in the dispute is 
a tax reform measure. Unruh

The Democrats are pressing 
to put on the June 1970 ballot an 
early version of a Reagan tax 
reform bill—one they believe 
would hurt Reagan politically.

The Democrats also say their 
plea for more school aid will 
count in their favor in next 
year’s election.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — A 
44 year-old Indianapolis school 
teacher with a 17-year-old heart 
says he feels like “nothing’s 
ever been changed.” 
America’s longest surviving 
heart transplant recipient, Louis 
B. Russell Jr., is paneling his 
basement walls, bicycles regu­ 
larly with his children, and re­ 
cently climbed up on the roof of 
his two-story home for a repair 
job. 
//A year ago, he says, he was in 
“bad, bad shape.” 
That was before he entered 
the hospital at the Medical Col­ 
lege of Virginia in Richmond 
where on Aug. 24, 1968, he be­ 
came the world’s 34th heart 
transplant patient. 
Russell resumed teaching in 
dustrial arts this spring. 
He speaks before local clubs 


and statewide meetings in Indi­ 
anapolis. He has made dozens of 
talks since last January and is 
booked through next February. 
Russell said his checkup this 
month is an exploratory opera­ 
tion to see what condition the 
heart is in. 
After being considered for the 
transplant last year, 
Russell 
talked with his wife and four 
children. 
He decided that “if I didn't 
survive, 
I’d 
be 
asleep. 
I 
wouldn’t know anything about 
it. And if I did or didn’t survive, 
look at the millions of people we 
would have helped. It was a 
chance for me and a chance for 
them. I knew they didn’t do this 
unless you’re dying.” 
Russell added: “I am a Chris­ 
tian. I believe the doctors had a 
lot to do with this, but I believe 
God had a lot to do with it, too.”
